GORDON 18 ILL WITH SCARLET-FEYER 


Chicago Postmaster Is Removed to the 
Providence Hospital at Wash- 
ington. * 


Washington, D. C., May 12.— [Special. 
Postmaster Gordon's sickness developed to- 
day into a well defined case of scarlet-fever 
and he was taken to Providence Hospital 
for treatment. All night long the patient 
was delirious and when his physicians called 
upon him this morning they found no change 
for the better, but his symptoms were more 
alarming than last night.

Johnson Rises to Explain. 


When the name of Johnsdén of Whiteside 
was reached he said he desired to explain 
his vote. Mr. Johnsoneaid: 

“Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen: I am quite 
willing to cross any bridge when I get to 
it. I am quite willing to concede that right 
to any other member of this House. I am 
willing to cast my vote in the interest of the 
people and to the best interest of the peo- 
ple, but I desire to cast my vote in the inter- 
est of all the people. I do not stand here as 
the representative of corporations, nor am I 
the representative of any particular inter- 
est. I understand that under the C itu- 
tion and the law corporations have a ont 
and existence just the same as individuals 
have. I understand that in the City of Chi- 
cago there are vast corporate interests at 
stake. I understand, from reading the news- 
papers and from the numerous circulars 
sent into this House, that the corporate in- 
terests at stake in Chicago today amount 
to the vast sum of over $50,000,000. When 
an aggregation of men place their money 
together and build up a vast enterprise, tak- 
ing their chances upon its successor failure, 
and stand today under the law simply ask- 
ing, as I understand it——’”’ 

A point of order,” said Mr. Miller, inter- 
rupting.

Miller Insists on His Point.

Mr. Miller—I must renew and insist upon 
my point of order.

House Becomes Impatient. 


It was evident now that the House was 
becoming impatient, for cries of Vote, 
vote were heard in all parts of the House.

Tisdel Checks Them Of. 


Clark Tisdel stood up in his seat with a 
roll-call, checking off the members as they 
went on record. Every time he made a gain 
he would wave his hand high up in the air. 
It was plain to be seen that he was im- 
mensely pleased with the way the roll-call 
was going. Schubert voted aye, and then 
came Selby with a vote in the affirmative, 
and the House applauded. Somebody had 
punctured the tire of the Humphrey bill and 
the wind was fast going out. 

The roll-call being concluded, a half-dozen 
members jumped to the floor and got on rec- 
ord in-the affirmative. Cries were heard for 
a call of the absentees. The defeat turned 
into a rout. 

Novak rose to a question of personal priv- 
lege. He said he voted in favor of striking 
out the enacting clause of the measure, and 
took exceptions to a statement in a Chicago 
paper that he was in favor of the bills, He 
said the statement was made at the instance 
of somebody who was at the head of the anti- 
Humhprey steering committee. He said 
in substance that the papers had no 
right to put a man down as being fer or 
against a bill without having personal know}- 
edge of his position. He said he was going 
te vote for the libel bill when the time came. 
He said he voted for it once, and would vote 
for it again. 

Unexpected Votes Are Cheered. 


Every time the anti-Humphrey folks won 
a vote they did not expect a cheer would go 
up, and the faces of the anti-Humphrey 
crowd were radient. 

Charlie Allen said: 
think we had better have a verification of the 
roll,” and a laugh was heard. A big fat 
man in the rear row on the Democratic side 


changed his vote from no to aye, and so did 


a tall. slim man on the Republican side. 
John Reeve ran his pencil up and down the 
columns of the roll-call in front of him. It 
was jusi 12 o’clock now, and the Springfield 
City Hall bell began ringing out the hour. 
An old-time police reporter who sat in the 
press gallery said: 

“This execution occurred at high noon.” 

Just as the last note of the bell rang out 
the Speaker made the announcement of the 
vote, which was: Yeas, 121; nays, 29. 

Then the House broke into cheers. 

A motion to reconsider and a cross-motion 
to table followed, and the bill was dead. 
Bennie Mitchell enjoyed the proud distinc- 
tion of casting a single vote in the negative 
on the mction to table. 

Take Up the Other Bill. 

The other bill was trotted out now for 
slaughter. This was supposedly Stoskopf's 
time to play executioner. The visitors in 
the galleries amd on the floor filed out ina 
minute, nobody being left but the members 
and a few outsiders. The clerk began read- 
ing the next bill, Senate bfi No. 148. The 
Speaker instructed the doorkeeper to clear 
the aisles and preserve some semblance of 
order on the floor. While there was intense 
excitement over bill No. 258, it was plain to 
be seen by the way the crowd was getting 
out of the House that its companion would 
not attraet near as much attention as a bill 
changing the term of County Court in Mas- 
sac County. The battle was over, and those 
opposed to the bills were shaking hands and 
congratulating each other upon the result. 
It was a noticeable fact, too, that some of 
the men whose votes have been in doubt all 
along were the noisiest and the most ef- 
fusive in the congratulations. 

That the whole country was interested in 
these measures was evidenced by the way 
telegrams accumulated in the telegraph 
office in a very few minutes. It seemed as 
if everybody had a friend somewhere out of 
town to whom he wanted to send a tele- 
gram telling him of the result. 

Stock brokers all over the country had 
connections here by which they could get 
the latest news, and the operators were kept 
busy sending away bulletins and messages. 

The Clerk kept on with his knitting while 
some of the anti-Humphrey steering com- 
mittee went up to the Speaker’s desk to ar- 
range the little details of the fight against 
the other Segate bill. It was just like a 
country Sheriff getting ready for a hang- 
ing. All the steps necessary to bring about 
a successful execution were being taken. 

John Reeve's assistant, who had been read- 
ing all along, gave up the job a little after 12 
o'clock and Reeve himself ttok it up. 
Reeve began reading where the other man 
left off and commenced in a low tone. He 
was galloping through the document as fast 
as he could and was apparently sailing 
along at the rate of a thousand words a 
minute. A minute more and Reeve had con- 
cluded. Selby of Sangamon and Mike Stos- 
kopf then fought for the floor. 


Selby Steals Stoskopf’s Thunder. 

Selby was then recognized by the Speaker 
because he had just been up talking with 
him, and moved to strike out the enacting 
clause of the bill Wid said he desired to be 
heard on the question. This was done so 
quickly and was such a change from the 
program that great confusion ensued on the 
floor of the House. 

Mr. Selby said: 

“This bill now pending provides for the 
appointment of a commission. It is a bill, 
as I understand it, that takes the great 
principle of home rule away from the peo- 
ple. I have made the motion to strike out 
the enacting clause of this bill in good faith. 
I do not anticipate that there will be any 
votes against it. But as the gentleman 
from Washington IMr. Needles] says, we 
don’t know what may happen. We cannot 
go on what we understand We must go 
upon facts. I want to say, Mr. Speaker, 
that I believe this bill ought to be killed. 
I believe it was understood that the 
other bill would be and that this anxiety 
and thiscommotion here this morning are 
uncalled for.” 

Mr. McLachlan—I did not know you were 
with us. [Laughter.] 


Hides Light Under a Bushel. 


Mr. Selby—No, and neither did the public. 
I told you once before that when I declared 
my position on these bills you would know 
about it. I reserved that privilege. I re- 
serve the privilege now of introducing an- 
other bill on this subject if I desire to do 
so. In all the history of this State I have 
never known before an instance where men 
have come here and attempted to intimi- 
date men elected to this Legislature and 
who have sworn with uplifted hands to carry 
out the oath prescribed by the Constitution. 
Gentlemen say that they did not know where 
to find the gentleman from Sangamon. No, 
sir, the gentleman from Sangamon reservés 
the right as a member representing this 
county to define himself when the time 
comes.

“The public press may be guilty of such 
things, but the 153 members of this House 
who come here for the common purpose of 
serving the people ought to accord to each 
other equal courtesy and respect.

The press 
has the privilege to print) nearly absolutely 
what it pleases. It has done so. It has 
intimidated men on the floor of this House, 
and they have cast their votes, perhaps, I 
cannot say positively, contrary to their in- 
ward convictions. You have your environ- 
ments and I have mine. I answer to the 
people of Sangamon County on this question. 
But I want to tell you, gentlemen, that when

Mr. Needles—Are you one of them?

Is it. possible that every man in this Leg- 
islature, from Cairo to Chicago, from Dan- 
ville to Quiney, has sneaking}y visited the 
office of Charles T. Yerkes for tne purpose 
of obtaining boodle? Thatis the idea thrown 
out to the people. I want to say I never 
did this thing. I want to enter my protest 
against the incendiary and the flaming head- 
lines and sentences that have filled the news- 
papers and that have accused every man 
in the Legislature of something that he was 
not guilty of.

% J want to say, Mr. Speaker, that when 
you consider calmly the circumstafices—the 
gentlemen who came here and presented a 
bill and asked you to consider it openly and 
‘fairly, and invited this gentleman from 
Cook to stand on his feet and question them 
when they stood here in the open sunshine 
and discussed this bill: when you consider 
that men who have not, pérhaps, dissectéd 
the bill have been moved by outside pressure 
—moved in a solid phalanx on this bill—I 
say you are setting a precedent here by 
which men will come in the future to this 
Legislature realizing that the only way to 
get legislation through hére is not by boodle 
or money, but by appeals to the prejudice 
of the people.

May Invoke Other Lawes. 


It is a great pity that these bills were de- 
feated, especially as it is too late for joe 
legislation, and our present condition is not 
likely to be improved for at least two years. 
The effect may be to drive us to avail our 
selves of two other laws now on the statute 
book. One of these is the inter-State com- 
meree law; for it is an easy matter to con- 
nect any trolley line in Chicago with those 
lines that run into Indiana, and that will 
bring them under the control of the Inter- 
State Commissioners. The other law is the 
railroad and warehouse law; for it all turns 
on the question whether a railroad means 
a street railroad or not. It has been decided 
in probably a dozen States that it does; and 
a decision by our Supreme Court to that 
effect would be just as good for the street 
railways as the Humphrey bills would have 
been. I am inclined to think efforts will be 
made pretty soon to secure such a decision. 

I cannot say I blame the Committee of 
One Hundred much for opposing the bills 
in their original shape. But I do blame it for 
refusing any and all compromise measures 
in the way of amendments. I think the 
street railways and all sorts of business in 
Chicago have received a serious set-back 
in the wholesale defeat of these measures.”

General Manager Bowen's View. 


General Manager Bowen of the Chicago 
City railway company said: 

“I think the effect of the defeat of the 
bills will be the same in Chicago as the effect 
of a similar course in Kansas. I used to 
live in Kansas, and I know what killed the 
State. The people took an insane prejudice 
against corporations and dealt them a blow 
every time they got a chance. The result 
was they drove capital out of the State, and 
the value of every kind of property went 
down. Now the State is in the most pitiable 
condition imaginable, simply because it 
waged a perpetual warfare against corpora- 
tions. 

Now, I think it a great pity that the 
newspapers would not so much as print the 
Humphrey, bill.

Counsel Grinnell’s Opinion. 


General Counsel Grinnell of the Chicago 
City railway said: 

I regret that the street car bill, with the 
last pro amendment, did not pass,.be- 
cause I think it was fair to the railroad com- 
panies that this little chould be granted 
them, and that the frequently recurring dis- 
putes should be done away with.

| GLAD YERKES IS BEATEN. 


HUMPHREY BILLS OPPONENTS DIS- 
OUSS THEIR GREAT VICTORY. 


Delegation from the Battlefield at 
Springfield Describes the Closing 
Hours and Sympathizers in Chicago 
Give Expression to Their Feelings 
+Public-Spirited Citizens, Real Es- 
tate Men, City Officials, Laber Lead- 
ers, and Diverse Interests in Line. 


A dozen or more of the delegation that 
went to Springfield to help defeat the Hum- 
phrey bills returned at 9 o’clock last nicht 
by the Alton. Among them were Josiah 
Lombard, John H. Hamline, William Arm- 
strong, Frank J. Loesch, E. J. Paulling, F. 
E. Coyne, P. F. Doyle, and George P. Engel- 
hard. All were in exuberant spirits and 
8 to talk ot the way they helped save the 


What they had to say follows: 

Frank J. Loesch—It was a glorious victory 
in many ways. The most important aspect 
of it is not that Chicago has escaped the ruin 
which these infamous bills would have 
brought upon it, but that the most audacious 
boodler in the country, who has never before 
failed to do anything he attempted by the use 
of money, has been completely and humiliat- 
ingly beaten. Such a victory over bribery 
and corruption will embolden the people to 
resist corruption in the future, and be a 
greater blessing even than the escape from 
despotic legislation in this one instance. Akin 
to this feature is the fact that the victory 
was achieved largely by the assistance of the 
newspapers. Yerkes had unwisely an- 
nounced that he cared nothing for the news- 
papers, and it is particularly gratifying to 
have him knocked out by the press. The 
victory could never have been gained with- 
out the newspapers. Their work was per- 
fectly splendid, and especially that of THE 
TRIBUNE. - If you could see the long line of 
Solons yesterday morning, with their heads 
buried in the Chicago newspapers, you 
would never doubt whether they had a good 
deal of influence at Springfield. 


Sight to Be Remembered. 


E. J. Paulling—O, it was a sight never to 
be forgotten. As soon as we had got 77 
votes in the roll-call the votes in the neg- 
ative ceased, and as soon as the roll-call 
ended the frightened parties began to hop 
up and change their votes. When we got 
down there the ftiends of the bills could 
muster 60 votes. When.the roll-call began 
eighteen had deserted them and they could 
count only 42. But by the time all the 
changes had been made their strength had 
been reduced to 29. Then there was ascene, 
but the telegraph will tell you all about it. 
The steering committee and Chairman Tis- 
del had done excellent work and cannot be 
praised too highly. I am not ready to say 
that the result would have been different 
if not one of us had gone down there. At 
the same time, if the thing had all to be done 
over, there was not a man from Chicago 
down there whom I would like to see stay 
away. It would be difficult to apportion the 
credit properly, but I may say that the 
thanks of the people of Chicago will be due 
forevermore to Speaker Curtis, to the Mar- 
quette club delegation, to the labor men’s 
delegation, to Senator Mason, and Mayor 
Harrison. All of them worked incessantly 
and effectively, and there were many more 
perhaps just as meritorious, and I must 
not forget Representatives Miller, Needles, 
Merriam, Alschuler, and Busse. 


Right Triumphs Over Pelf. 


William Armstrong—It was a victory over 
the most powerful use of money ever known 
in this State. I know that one leading mem- 
ber was offered $20,000 for his influence and 
another was told to fix his own price. But 
in spite of it all justice and right carried 
the day. When the session ended, the men 
who saved the day by their uprightness 
marched out of the chamber holding their 
heads up and looking and feeling prouder 
than ever before in their lives. In the mean- 
while the Senators who had voted for the 
bille were going all around hedging and ex- 
plaining in the most pitiful manner how they 
ever came to do it. 


Civic Federation Rejoiced. 


Members of the Civic Federation and the 
Committee of One Hundred who watched 
the battle from Chicago expressed their de- 
light at the defeat of the Humphrey bills in 
the following interviews: 

William T. Baker—Of course I am glad 
the bills were defeated, but has it ever oc- 
curred to you what a curious reflection it is 
on our government that we elect repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature in the fall and 
then have to take up arms two or three 
times in the spring to prevent the men we 
have elected from doing something inimical 
to the interests of the people? I hope that 
when we select our Representatives next 
time we will be more careful to choose none 
but good men. I am sincerely glad that 
these bills have been killed, and yet I am 
thoroughly in favor of a local commission 
which will have charge of questions in- 
volving the granting of public franchises, 
who will be called upon to decide whether 
a proposed franchise be necessary before it 
can be granted by the legislative authori- 
ties. Companies already organized are en- 
titled to that much protection and the pub- 
lic and the property-owners are also. The 
public is interested in the preservation of 
the streets free from needless tracks and 
the public and the abutting property-own- 
ers are alike interested in preventing the 
streets from being continually torn up to 
accommodate franchtse grabbers. 
chusetts has found that such a system 
works admirably and to the satisfaction of 
all legitimate interests. With a similar 
system in operation here the railway people 
would feel assured that their investments 
would not be jeopardized by senseless com- 
petition and it would be easier to make 
terms with them for compensation on a 
reasonable basis. 


Counts Yerkes an Outlaw. 


Edwin Burritt Smith—It is worth every- 
thing to have it demonstrated that the most 
infamous and powerful conspiracy against 
free government ever seen in Illinois has 
ignominiously failed. Chicago might stand 
the loss of compensation for the use of its 
streets for half a century, but the State of 
Illinois cannot afford to capitulate to cor- 
porate greed, If Yerkes and his associates 
will now take account of stock they will 
find that in their conscienceless play for a 
great stake they have suffered a terrible loss 
in prestige. That they have failed in this 
attack upon free government is no fault of 
theirs. They are as deserving of public 
loathing and contempt as !f they had suc- 
ceeded. Their outrageous attempt will be 
remembered. Men capable of such hn attack 
upon public rights are unfit to live in a 
civilized community. They have forfeited 
every right to be treated other than as public 
outlaws. The stockholders who have per- 
mitted them to defy public sentiment in their 
interests, without a protest, may thank the 
deep-seated conservatism of our people for 
the safety of their watered investments. 
The victory for the people, great as it 18, is 
not sufficient. Thanks to the honest mem- 
bers of the Legislature, the City of Chicago 
will have the opportunity to deal with these 
corporations, Attention must also be paid 
to the members, especially of the Senate, 
who have sought to betray public interests. 
They must be driven from public life. 


Big Vote a Pleasant Surprise. 


Ralph M. Easley, Secretary Civic Federa- 
tion—I think we all had faith in a majority 
of the House members sticking out avainst 
the bills, and believed all along they would 
be defeated, but the overwhelming majority 
against them was certainly unexpected and 
is an agreeable surprise.

STORMY CAREER OF THE HUM- 
PHREY STREET CAR BILLS. 


History of the Measures Fathered by 
“Honest John ”"—Rushed Through 
the Senate, the People Rise in Their 
Might and Start a Fight Which. 
Ends in a Public Victory—Crusade 
of The Tribune Throughout the 
State One of the Potent Factors. 


It was Wednesday, Feb. 17, that Senator 
John Humphrey introduced the three bills 
which ve barne his name. , 

One sought to create a State commission, 
which should have supervision of the street 
railroads, with power to regulate the time 
of running cars, establish rates of fare, 
determine the necessity of any proposed 
roads, and in general exercise complete 
supervisory control of them. 

The second bill provided that all ordi- 

nances heretofore granted any corporation 
actually 1 and in operation on 
Sept. 1, 1807, shall be extended for a period of 
fifty years. The roads were to pay $2,000 
a mile for each mile of road in operation in 
counties having a population of over 1v0,- 
000 and $500 a mile in those having-less than 
this number. 
The third bill provided for the payment of 
3 per cent of the gross earnings for the last 
preceding year, in lieu of any taxes to which 
the road may be subjected. This sum was to 
be paid to the State Treasurer, and he was 
to pay two-thirds of the sum collected to 
the various towns and cities in proportion 
to the number of miles of road operated in 
each. 

This was the beginning of an agitation 
which is almost without a parallel in the his- 
tory of municipal affairs in this country. The 
street car officials at first pretendec to be 
greatly surprised at the introduction of the 
bills, and affected an opposition to them. 

The Tribune’s Crusade. 

On Friday, Feb. 19, THs TRIBUNE began 
an agitation against the bills in a two-column 
article, conspicuously placed on the first 
page. 

For a mess of red pottage,“ the article 
began, the people are asked in the Hum- 
phrey bills, introduced in the Senate on 
Wednesday, to sell the magnificent heritage 
of their streets to the corporations now oper- 
ating street car lines over them. And Isaac, 
in the~shape of the General Assembly, is 
expected to be fooled by the cunning of 
Jacob. In contrast with this the so-called 
boodle ordinances, which have been forced 
through the City Council under the whip 
and spur of the companies, become mild and 


j inoffensive. For their birthright the people 


are offered $772,000 in cash and a reduction 
in street car fares from 5 cents to 4.85 cents— 
fomthis is what 3 per cent on the gross earn- 
i mean. The municipality is hungry for 
money, but the lentils are too few.”’ 

Tue TRIBUNE also attacked the measure 
editorially the same day, carefully analyzing 
the bills, and saying: 

This is infamous. The men who framed 
this bill must have believed the Illinois Leg- 
islature is even more corrupt than the Chi- 
cago City Council and more ready to barter 
away the rights of the people for 50 years. 
Where does the Legislature get the right to 
interfere with the arrangements which the 
people of Chicago have made through their 
Aldermen with the street railroad com- 
panies? This bill reeks with fraud and cor- 
ruption, and no member can afford to vote 
for it. No worse bill has made its appear- 
ance since the Lake-Front steal of 1869.“ 

Lobby Goes to Springfield. 

For some little time after this the bills 
were not given much attention owing to 
the anti-department store agitation which 
occupied public attention. The approaching 
election also commanded the attention of 
the people, and it was not until March 9, 
when C. T. Yerkes went to Springfield in the 
interest of the measures, that public atten- 
tion again became centered upon them. 

With Mr. Yerkes were Mr. Bonney of the 
Chicago General railway, who by this time 
seems to have become convinced the bills 
were not altogether bad. Lawrence Mc- 
Gann was also of the party, as was Perry 
Hull, and they were of the opinion the bills 

some good features. „ 

The day following his arrival Mr. Yerkes 
appeared before the Senate committee and 
held forth at great length and in persuasive 
language concerning the bill in which he 
said he had no interest. 

On March 11 the committee recommended a 
substitute bill for bills 149 and 150, which was 
more odious than the original measure. It 
gave the street railroad companies the right 
of eminent domain, and made several radical 
changes in existing laws. 

On March 14 THe TRIBUNE contained a 
number of interviews with men like Frank- 
Un MacVeagh, E. G. Keith, A. Kraus, H. N. 
Higinbotham, N. A. Partridge, J. W. Ells- 
worth, all denouncing the bills as being of 
a most vicious character, while Judge 
Sears, the Republican candidate for Mayor, 
pronounced against them in most scathing 
terms. 

On March 17 the Civic Federation entered 
the fleld in opposition to the bills, the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions and Propaganda 
drawing up a protest which was to be signed 
by voters and presented to the Assembly. 

On March 20 the first public mass-meeting 
in opposition to the bills was held at Bat- 
tery D under the auspices of the Civic Fed- 


eration . 
Protests from Every Quarter. 

On Monday, April 12, Tue TRIBUNE con- 
tained a page résumé if all matters concern- 
ing the bills, which was followed during 
the next two days with communications 

from the Mayors of the leading cities in 
| Illinois, and then from the Mayors of the 
leading cities of the country—New York, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, St. Paul, Kansas City, 
Cleveland, Omaha, and Memphis being In- 
cluded among them. They were all out- 
spoken in opposition to the bills. 

On April 13 the Committee of One Hundred 
left for Springfield, to be on hand at the 
consideration of the bill by the Senate. In 
committee of the whole the Senate devoted 
two days to consideration of the measure. 

The compensation clause was amended so 
that.3 per cent of the gross earnings were 
to be paid to the city during the first fifteen 
years of the franchise, 5 per cent during 
the next twenty years, and 7 percent during 
the remaining fifteen years 

On April 16 the bill passed the Senate by 
the vote of 29 to 16. 

It was the meeting of April 18, held at 
Central Music Hall, however, that voiced the 
first tones of that indignant protest which 
steadily grew into an intensity which drew 
from ordinarily comservative men the most 
bitter terms. Mayor Harrison ed, and 
denounced the bills as vicious, and as strik- 
ing at the principle of local self-government. 


Speeches of Harlan and Hamline. 

It was the speeches of John M. Harlanand 
John H. Hamline, however, which were the 
sensations of the meeting. 

Mr. Harlan said: ‘“‘ We have got to do 
some plain talking. Erskine M. Phelps, Levi 
Z. Leiter, Marshall Field, Samuel W. Aller- 
ton and there are others do you know what 
the officers and attorneys of the Chicago 
City railway company, of which you are 
shareholders, are doing at Springfield? Do 
you know they are plotting against the peo- 
ple of Chicago? Do you know they are mak- 
ing you participants in grand larceny, in 
burglary of the birthright of the people?

Gossip about the Chicago road race was 
rife at all the resorts where wheelmen con- 
gregate yesterday, as the names ot some oi the 
riders entered leaked out. One of the chief 
topies of conversation was the guessing at 
who would be placed on scratch by Handi- 
capper Guinea. There is a wholesome re- 
spect for the power of the handicapper this 
year, and no one is looking for the best 
of it in the allowances, for the official In 
‘charge of that department of the race 
knows all the Chicago riders of any promi- 
nence, and will give every rider an allow- 
ance consistent with his work, and no more 
and no less. 

At 6 o’clock last night oveg 400 entrice 
had been received with the evVening’s, and 
today’s mails yet to be heard from. This 
exceeds the number at a similar time last 
year, and gives evidence of a list of entries 
which will throw all previous lists in the 
shade. A conservative estimate places the 
total at 800. 

F. B. Murphy, who received the time prize 
last year after a long and acrimonious con- 
test over whether or not he rode the course, 
has entered again. The history of the tedi- 
ous row of last year and the Niles barn 
story, and all the conflicting points of evi- 
dence brought out, and the long sessions 
of evidence taking held by the referee, fin- 
ally to be decided in Murphy’s favor, who 
made out a good case for himself and was 
vindicated by the A. C. C. officials and given 
the prize, were recalled.

The entries are of an unusually high class, 
and all the amateurs who have good records 
are entered. Since last year so many of the 
fast men have been transferred into the 
professional clase there has been considera- 
ble discussion as to the time which will bs 
made, but now it seems probable that the 
event of 1897 will be a record breaker.

Subcommittee Presents the Bill to the 

Full Committee, Which Orders a 
Favorable Report on It Today~— 
Eleven Republican and Four Dem- 
ocratic Districts in Cook County 
Chairman Smyth to Call a Meeting 
for Consideration of the Measure. 


Springfieldy III., May 12.—[Special]—It is 
understood here tonight that a call will be 
made by John M. Smyth, Chairman of the 
Republican County Central committee of 
Cook, for a meeting of all the Senatorial 
committeemen in Cook County to be held 
at the Great Northern Hotel on Saturday, 
at which time and place the question of the 
Senatorial apportionment of the county will 
be considered and the plan thereof as laid 
down here will be fully discussed. 


The Senate Committee on Senatorial Ap- 


portionment has finally agreed on a bill, 
which will be reported to the Senate tomor- 
row. The subcommittee presented their bill 
to the whole committee and it was ordered 
favorably reported. 

In the reapportionment there are eben 
Republican and four Democratic districts in 
Cook County. 

Outside ef Cook County twenty-one dis- 
tircts went Republican in the years of 1892 
and 1896, and six went Democratic in 1892 
and 18096. Eight of the remaining districts 
went Republican in 1896 and Democratic in

Cases of the Sugar Trust Officials Set 
for Hearing on the 17th 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—The cases of 
President Havemeyer and Secretary Searles 
‘et the American Sugar Refining company 
were selected today for trial on May 17 for 
refusal to answer questions put by the Sen- 
ate sugar trust investigating committee. 

In the Senate today the sugar investigation 
of 1894 was recalled by the introduction of a 
resolution by Mr. Allen of Nebraska reciting 
the circumstances of the investigation, the 
refusal of Elverton R. Chapman to testify, 
his conviction in the courts as.a contuma- 
clous witness, and the present efforts toward 
his pardon. The resolution proposes: that 
Chapman be brought to the bar of the Sen- 
ate to purge himself of contumacy as a. pre- 
requisite to pardon. Mr. Allen sought to se- 
cure immediate action on the resolution, but 
it went. over on objections from Mr. Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire and. Mr. Hoar of 
Massachusetts. The latter criticised the 
resolution as giving away the authority of 
the Senate and said he would propose an 
amendment with a view to having Chapman 
punished unless he purged himeelf of con- 
tempt without reference to the question of 
pardon. The consideration of the resolution 
will be in order tomorrow. 

New. York, May 12.—[{Special.]—Apparently 
all efforts to secure a pardon for Chapman 
have failéd, for today his attorney in Wash- 
ington notified him hat he must be on hand 
to begin his term of imprisonment next 
Monday morning. It was rumored in Wall 
street that in order to maintain the dignity 
of the Senate Mr. Chapman might be shut 
up a day or two in the common jail ” in the 
District of Columbia and then receive Ex- 
ecutive clemency. Mr. Chapman seems in- 
different. over his prospective thirty days in 
jail The jailer will make them as easy as 
possible for him.

Edward Coutanche, Harry Craven, Roy 
Lemon, and C. A. Loomis started out at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning for a sall in a 
small boat belonging to Dwignt Arthur. A 
heavy gale was blowing off shore and Capt. 
Lawson of fhe life-savers warned the boys 
against venturing out. Despite his warn- 
ings they pushed off, and after sailing out 
haif a mile started north toward the light- 
house. 

None of the Boys was an experienced sailor, 
Loomis, who acted as Captain, having been 
out but once or twice. A heavy squall 
sweepirg around the light-house point 
caught: the boat broadside and it went over. 

The boys were thrown head first into the 
water, Loomis striking the sail as he fell. 
When they came up they seized the sides 
of the boat. 

Capt. Lawson and R. C. Libberton, the 
only members of the life-saving crew at the 
station at the time, hastened to the ald of 
the boys, who were rapidly drifting away 
and were already a mile and a half from 
the station. The young sailors attempted at 
first-to turn the boat over, but so exhausted 
themselves they had barely strength enough 
to hang on when they saw the life-savers 
push off. 

When Capt. Lawson finally reached the 
capsized boat three of the boys were still 
clinging to it, but Lemon was not in sight. 
His companions pointed to a spot thirty feet 
away. Libberton caught sight of a head 
coming to the top and swam out and caught 
him just as he was going down for the sec- 
ond time. The Captain rescued Coutanche, 
Craven, and Loomis and righted the cap- 
sized boat, which they towed to shore. 

Lemon is the only one who suffered seri- 
ously and he will recover in a few days.

CRUSHING D T OF YERKES- 
HUMPHREY BI 


Yesterday morning the House took up the 
Humphrey bill to extend the franchises of 
the street railway companies half a hundred 
years, in defiance of the people of Chicago, 
and struck out the enacting clause without 
debate by the overwhelming majority of 
yeas 123, nays 29. Of the 123 about six- 
teen were in favor of the bill. But when 
they saw it was doomed and the boodle 
had failed they concluded their future po- 
litical lives would not be worth. living if 
they did not flop over and help cut the heads 
off the bills. 

But, making due allowance for these cow- 


ards, there was unquestionably a decisive 


majority against the Humphrey bills, no 
matter how modified they may have 
been. Seventy-seven votes were enough 
to kill the bills; but there were fully 
100 wanted them crushed. The inter- 
ests of the city are now safe, so far as this 
General Assembly is concerned. And no 
Humphrey bills will pass in the next, for 
the people, knowing what is at stake, are on 
their guard now. They will be more care- 
ful in their selection when they come to 
elect Senators and Representatives two 
years hence, and pick out men who will not 
betray them. The people of Chicago know 
the enormous value of the old street rail- 
road franchises of this city, and it will take 
a mint more money than it would have 
taken this session to buy up a control of the 
Legislature, though the sum staked to pass 
the Humphrey bills exceeds half a million 
of dollars, being the largest amount ever put 
up in this State to corrupt and buy the Leg- 
islature for the purpose of robbing the 
people. | 

This victory teaches that public opinion 
when aroused is more powerful than boodle 
when that opinion can be organized and has 
been brought to bear on members. 

The resolutions of mass-meetings, the 
denunciations of public speakers and argu- 
ments and facts of the press were more 
potent than the peculiar arguments and in- 
fluences of the Yerkeses, Allertons, and their 
agents in the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives, because there was time in which to 
get the people stirred up and awaken them 
to a realization of the outrage it was pro- 
posed to perpetrate on them. 

If the press and public-spirited citizens 
had kept silent, or had protested only in 
faint tones, the Humphrey boodle bills would 
have been “ jammed” through the House 
yesterday as easily as they were“ jammed ” 
through the Senate. Members who are in- 
clined to boodling and accepting bribes 
would have voted for those bills, though 
fully aware of their monstrosity, if they 
had seen that their constituents were not 
up in arms protesting against the wrong 
which was to be done. 

If the conflict had not been transferred 
from the Capitol to this city, and if an in- 
cessant, vigorous agitation had not been 
maintained for the last few weeks, organ- 
ized bribery and corruption would have 
gotten the better of the people and their 
rights. But the latter, when organized, are 
not without influence with their own Rep- 
resentatives. 


The contest has been a severe and ardu- | 


ous one; but the experience gained is of 
great value tp the people, the General As- 
sembly, and those corporations which have 
been proceeding on the assumption that 
their money could buy all the legislators 
they needed and that the people could do 
nothing to hinder the bargain and sale. 

Those corporations will be a little less ar- 
rogant henceforth. They will understand 
that they cannot go to Springfield and buy 
What they want, but must deal with a city 
which they have not predisposed in their 
favor by their recent performances. If 
they are wise they will be on their good be- 
havior and act liberally toward the public. 
But in spite of their misdeeds the city will 
treat them fairly and justly when 1903 
comes and their franchises expire. 

The twenty-nine Senators have learned 
that they would have done better to listen 
to the voice of the press and the public 
when first raised in serious condemnation 
and opposition to the rascally Humphrey 
bills. The people have learned how much 
power they can exert when they choose 
to exercise it in a good cause. 


EPISODES OF THE GREAL ANTI-BOODLE 
BATTLE. 

Several amusing and surprising incidents 
eccurred yesterday in connection with the 
decapitations of Humphrey’s boodle bills. 
One of them illustrated the old “saw” 
that “ He who fights and runs away lives 
% fight another day.“ 

Yerkes’ boodled backers were fearfully 
demoralized early in the day. They saw 
the frightful handwriting on the wall, and, 
Uke the Greeks, they abandoned their hopes 
of victory, their booty, and their boots 
and fied as if they thought the dl was 
after them. With ill-affected jauntiness 
they answered “yea” to strike out the 
enacting clause, because they simply dared 
uot go on record in favor of the bills in 
the face of the overwhelming opposition 
of their constituents. Messrs. Selby, Shar- 
rock, and Nohe, the Republicans known to 
be supporters of the corrupt measures, saw 
the avalanche and ran for cover. They 
voted with the opposition and joined with 
the men who had fought the bills from 
the start. 

Selby of Springfield, known as a plotting, 
scheming, ardent supporter of the boodle, 
robber bills almost up to the roll-call, man- 
aged to catch the eye of the Speaker and 
get the floor, the report says, for the 
avowed purpose of making a motion to 
vtrike out the enacting clause of No. 148, 
and then he flung himself into a violent 
barangue, consisting of unbridled abuse of 
newspapers, lobbyists, and members of the 
House who had succeeded in killing the 
bills.” Selby's attack proved to be mere- 
ly malicious noise. When he had exhausted 
himself the motion was made to strike out 
the enacting clause, and by a viva voce 
vote it was carried. Selby said he was 
against the present bills, but reserved the 
right to introduce or advocate a similar bill 
if he saw fit.” But this was merely a little 
bole for the cunning rat to seek shelter in. 
He was hot for the passage of the boodle 
bills till he saw they were beaten to death. 

Representative Caleb C. Johnson of 
Whiteside was the spokeaman for the cor- 
porations on the floor. He made a ram- 
bling, loose-jointed explanation of his rea- 
son for supporting the rotten Humphrey 
bills, and in the midst of his straggling 
harangue was called to order and the point 
sustained by the Spe He ended by 
voting to save the rascally bills. 

Gus Nohe of the Tenth Ward, known to 
belong to Yerkes and Lorimer, got scared at 


] tate the bills, the following 16 supporters 


of the corrupt: and rascally measures de- 
serted the bills and voted to kill them. One 
* the reports states that sixteen Yerkesites 

clambered into the band wagon before the 
vote was announced. The late converts 
were: Bovey, Bryant, Carmody, De Woody, 
Bly, Galligar, Hall of Pike, Joy, Morey, 
Murdock, Selby, Sharrock, Sterchie, Suttle, 


Webb, and Wilson.” 

These and Nohe were the brave soldiers 
who “fought and ran away,” like the 
valiant Greeks, throwing away their chance 
for booty as well as their boots, so they 
could run the faster. 

Another correspondent writes: 

Following the reading of the Senate bill 148, the 
commission bill, Selby of Sangamon County 
jumped to his feet and moved that the enacting 
clause be stricken out. As it was understood he 
was to have made the speech against striking out 
the enacting clause in bill 258, had the previous 
question not shut off debate, this fop was greeted 
with jeers and remarks from all sides unpleasant 
to the ears of the man who had the floor. 

Stung by the defeat of his boodle bill and forced 
into the band wagon to save himself at the last 
moment, Selby worked himself into a violent pas- 
sion. He shouted and stamped his feet, pounded 
his desk, and called Representative Shanahan of 
Cook a coward, saying he worked in the dark. 

This brought Tom Needles to his feet, and the 
interest of Representatives and spectators alike 
centered in the three men who stood facing each 
other in the center of the House. 

There were cries of Let him go on!“ 

** I answer to the people of Sangamon County for 
the stand I take on these bills,“ sald Selby. “I 
raise my hand in protest of the methods adopted 
by these men who pose as reformers. They have 
said, and the newspapers have said, I was for 
these bills, and no one has had any right to say 
and it has been nobody’s business how I stand on 
these bills. I have no doubt some of you reformers 
sent the message to La Salle street: Sell street 
car stock,’ about ten minutes ago.“ 

** Weren't you one of them?’’ 
Needles. 

No, but you were, I've no doubt!’ was the 
reply. I've never been guilty of the low, sneak- 
ing dodger x you have accused me of. I want to 
tell you, gentlemen, that if it had net been for the 
members of the House who refused to declare how 
they stood the Humphrey bills would have passed. 

This was followed by cries oft not much, and 
laughter. Selby faced around and looked at John 
Maynard Harlan, who stood at the head of the 
aisle, continuing: 

These Chicago Aldermen need not think this 
victory today was won from any of their actions 
or words. One of them has accused us of knowing 
where Charles T. Yerkes’ office is. He has thrown 
the odium of boodling upon every member of this 
House. They have pretended to tell how we have 
stood on these bills, but they have been either 
liars or they haven't known what they have been 
talking about. The bill was doomed and we knew 
it. The people of this State have not yet been 
educated up to them. 1 I should say not, some 
one called.] I reserve the right to propose a new 
bill whenever I see fit that the people will be will- 
ing to accept.“ 

Representative Shanahan was on his feet the 
moment Selby stopped talking. He had with diffi- 
cuty been restrained from interrupting Selby’s 
speech, and he loudly called Selby to account for 
saying he was a coward and had worked in the 
dark. He is a Har when he says it,“ cried Shan- 
ahan. “I'll ask him if he did not say the other 
day that I would be working for these bills before 
the fight was over. Everybody has known how I 
have stood from the very beginning.“ 

Selby denied he had called Shanahan a coward, 
but those in the immediate vicinity of the two 
men had heard the words dt both men when Selby 
first arose. 

The House then proceeded to kill both the 
Humphrey boodle bills, and the members 
who had sold their votes to the street car 
companies were disappointed in securing 


their pay for betraying their constituents,

Undoubtedly there are others who would 
have voted in the negative also had they 
not become satisfied the bills were doomed. 
They deemed it best to remain under cover 
and thus escape the fate which is going to 
befall their less cautious colleagues and 
which has befallen a majority of the Sen- 
ators. 

For, although the great steal is not to be 
perpetrated and the rights of the people of 
Caicago are not to be violated, her citizens 
are not going to forget those Cook Country 
representatives who voted to betray their 
trust—to violate the Constitution and break 
their oaths, to plunder the city of a hun- 
drec millions of revenue and saddle on citi- 
tens a S cent fare for half a century.

For the people have be- 
lieved up to the present time that some of 
these 29 Senators voted for the bills on the 
“contingent plan,” agreeing to wait for 
their reward until the bills became laws; 
that others insisted on the installment plan, 
which would yield immediate returns; and 
that others were made complacent by prom- 
ises of fat offices, such as attorneyships, in 
case the bills were put through. The people 
have been all the more fixed in this opinion 
because no Senator has been able to make 
& statement or explanation of any honest 
motive which would justify him in voting 
for the bills. 

What a plight these Senatcrs are in now. 
In what a depth of sorrow must they be 
plunged by this crushing climax to the con- 
spiracy to rob and bind and even gag the 
people. How they must regret that they 
were ever induced to lend themselves to 
such a nefarious scheme which has failed 
of fruition and left them smirched and de- 
fenseless. Don't they wish they had been 
strong and honest and kept out of the dirty 
plot? And then that other measure, the 
revenge libel bill, devised to “gag” the 
people who were to be despoiled. How 
sorry they must be that they blindly dug 
their political graves deeper by trying to 
\mpose such an enormity on the people. 

On the whole these 29 Senators had better 
join that other blackened group of twenty- 
nine who voted for the Humphrey bills in 
the House and go away somewhere—iny- 
where, as long as it is out of the State— 
and flock together. There can be no place 
in Illinois for such as they. 


THE ELEVATOR BILL. 

The Senate has passed, by a vote of three 
to one, the bill permitting the owners of 
public warehouses—elevators—of Class A 
to buy and sell grain. Judge Tuley decided 
recently that it was unlawful for them to 
do this. Hence the appeal to the Legis- 
lature for permission. 

Twenty of the country Senators voted for 
the measure and nine against it. The ma- 
jority of the representatives of the farm- 
ing districts seemed to be of the opinion that 
if the elevator owners were allowed to buy 
there wouid be more competition in the pur- 
chasing of grain and the farmers would get 
better prices. Other country members 
seemed to be of the opinion that the price 
of grain would be lowered, and the rail- 
roads, which, they alleged, own the elevat- 
ors, would be the gainers, 

Of the fifteen Senators from this county 
thirteen voted for the bill and two against 
it. The Board of Trade, which has con- 
tended persistently that the interests of the 
commission men will suffer if the warehouse- 
men are granted what they ask for, does 
not seem to have as many friends in the 
delegation as its opponents have. 


HOW DO THEY FEEL ABOUT IT? 

How do the marplots, Lorimer and Hertz, 
feel now that the Humphrey bills have been 
done for? They are the men who got the 
County Central committee to adopt those 
cowardly resolutions calling for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to consider those 
bills and see whether they needed modi- 
cation.“ Resolutions should have been 
adopted denouncing those measures and 
Lorimer and Hertz should have demanded 
their adoption. It was the least they could 
have done after having dragged down their 
party to defeat at the city election a short 
time before. But these impenitent creat- 
ures did what they could to doom their 
party to another defeat by indorsing timid- 
ly the Yerkes grab which was defeated yes- 
terday. These two reprobates fancied they 
had the Republican House members from 
this county in their hands and could de- 
liver them to Yerkes. They were able to 


deliver only three. Their power to do mis- 


chief is not as great as they fancied. 


SENATOR LITTLER AND THE GRAIN BILL. 

The bill allowing grain elevators that 
come under the head of Class A to buy 
and sell grain passed the Senate after some- 
thing of a fight, and was fortunate enough 
to provoke from Senator Littler one of his 
characteristic speeches. Mr. Littler favored 
the bill and voted for it, but it appears that 
he arrived at this conclusion only after 
wrestling, presumably in secret, either with 
his conscience or some other vague element. 
He confesses even that— 

There was a time in the past when I was at a 
loss to know what I ought to do in regard to this 
measure. 

Why? Why was the Senator at a loss? 
There has been no attempt to storm the cit- 
adel of his innocence, as far as any one 
knows. Perhaps this may explain the Sen- 
ator’s temperary perplexity: 

I have been electioneered, lobbied; and talked 
to, but I am glad to say that I have not been 
offered any money. 

It was inconsiderate of people to elec- 
tioneer, lobby, and talk to the Senator and 
get him all mixed up about the bill. And 
then not to offer him money, for which fact 
the Senator is so glad. And why should he 
not be glad? By not taking money he keeps 
his conscience clear, and surely he couldn’t 
take money unless it was offered to him. 
And the Senator is therefore glad, presum- 
ably because he was relieved of any fear for 
consequences in case some wicked man 
should have attempted to lure him from the 
path of honer by some large reward. No, 
indeed. No money was offered to Littler, 
and he is glad. But Littler was yet in 
trouble. He says: 

There is one fact which would almost persuade 


‘Me to be against the bill, and that is that the 


Chicago press is for it. 

The Senator wanders here a trifle. The 
fact is the press has had little to say on this 
subject. The arguments of those for and 
against the measure have been given, but 
the newspapers have had practically noth- 
ing to say in the way of expressions of 
opinion. In disregarding this fact Littler 
juggles with the truth in his usual felicitous 
manner. But this is not surprising. It is 
consistent. It reveals the same old Little 
in the same old relation to truth. 2 

Then again Littler says: 

As a rule the press is against all good measures. 

This is cruel in Littler besides being un- 
true. He should have mitigated his se- 
verity by allowing that there have been ex- 
ceptions. Has he forgotten the Humphrey 
bills so soon and the fact that the press was 
solidly arrayed against them? If Littler 
has forgotten the Humphrey bills he will 
not take it amiss if his memory is jogged at 
certain specified periods, especially if by 
any chance he should ever present himself 
to the public as a candidate for an office 
of trust. But, finally, in announcing that 
he will support the grain. bill, Littler 
makes one little request of the press, and 
that is that they won't say anything about 
me for supporting it.” This is a small re- 
quest and will doubtless be granted. The 
press will not condemm Littler nor accuse 
him of supporting the bill through the in- 


‘fluence of improper motives unless there is 
some clear evidence on which to base the | |

assertion. And there is no such evidence 
at present. On the contfary, the press will 
be compelled to bear in mind that Littler

the other, especially since the press has so 
recently devoted considerable space to an 
expression of its opinion of Littler in con- 
nection with the Humphrey bills. 


LEE’S CUBAN REPORT. 

It is now definitely announced that Con- 
sul-General Lee has sent an official report 
of the utmost importance to Secretary Sher- 
man on the condition of affairs in Cuba, 
and one which guarantees the President in 
issuing his proclamation recognizing the 
belligerent rights of the Cubans. In this 
report, which is the outcome of long and 
careful investigation, Consul-General Lee 
confirms what all along has been believed 
by the American people and what must 
have been known to the administration. 

The Consul-General sets forth that 
Weryler is not only a failure as a military 
leader but a failure as a teller of truth. 
He shows that the insurgents have con- 
tinuously gained strength, that they have 
carried out successfully the plans with 
which they began their campaign, and that 
Weyler's claims of the pacification of cer- 
tain provinces is entirely without founda- 
tion. He shows further that the insurgents 
from the beginning decided to worry the 
Spaniards in small forays and raids and 
to avoid a pitched battle or general en- 
gagement. This they have done, and all of 
Weryler’s or his predecessor’s efforts to cor- 
ner them or force them to fight in the open 
have failed. Nor is there any prospect that 
Weyler will be any more successful in the 
future. The Cubans can carry on this 
kind of warfare for years to come. From 
the military point of yiew, therefore, Con- 
sul-General Lee is of opinion that the 
United States would be justified in recog- 
nizing the belligerent rights of the Cubans. 

The report also dwells upon the shocking 
details of Spanish atrocities, illustrated by 
the raiding of hospitals, the killing of sick 
and wounded patients, the wanton shooting 
of pacificos, and the banishment or im- 
prisonment of innocent women and chil- 
dren. It also dwells upon the infamous 
orders of Weyler under which the country 
people have been herded and shut up in 
small interior towns, with no way of get- 
ting subsistence, and the starvation, suffer- 
ing, and deaths which have resulted there- 
from. Gen. Lee gives the names and 
dates of these starvation cases, many of 
which have n those of Americans, and 
his report is sustained by supplementary 
reports from the Consuls at Matanzas and 
other places. In view of this report it is 
no wonder that a State Department oflicial 
made the remark on ‘Tuesday: “If the 
people of the United States had access to 
the reports now on file in the State Depart- 
ment Cuba would be free within twenty- 
four hours or there would be the biggest 
kind of a muss with Spain.“ 

The people of the United States do not 
need to have access to these reports as the 
basis for their opinions on this Cuban busi-. 
ness. They made up their minds long ago 
and they have seen no reason to change 
their opinion that the Cuban Americans 
should be free from the tyranny and perse- 
cution of Spain. Over seven millions of 
them voted for McKinley upon a platform 
declaring in favor not only of the recogni- 
tion of belligerent rights but of Cuban 
freedom, to be secured by the good offices 
of this government, and millions more who 
did not vote for McKinley are just as warm- 
ly and enthusiastically in fa vor of that free- 
dom. The attitude of the American people 
is one of impatience. They cannot under- 
stand why the President does not act in 
accordance with the sentiments of the peo- 
ple and the official acts of Congress. They 
cannot understand why a Commissioner 
should be sent to Cuba to make an investi- 
gation which cannot add a syllable of infor- 
mation to what has already been sent by 
Consul-General Lee, who has been on the 
spot for months and who is intimately 
acquainted with all that has been done in 
the island. They are getting tired of this 
diMy-dallying and shilly-shallying policy of 
the President. Of what is he afraid? Why 
does he not act? He has all the testimony 
needed to warrant him in acting at once. 
Why does he not do so? What is the mys- 
terious reason for this chronic procrastina- 
tion? It was to have been expected when 
Cleveland and Olney, Spain’s friends, were 
in power. It was not expected of a Re- 
publican administration. It is time to 
speak the word for the Cuban Americans, 
President McKinley. They have more 
than earned their liberty. 


THE GRECO-TURKISH SITUATION. 

The great powers of Europe are now tak- 
ing the steps which make for peace between 
Greece and Turkey. Their Ambassadors, 
through the, representative of Russia, who 
is dean of the diplomatic corps, have noti- 
fied the Greek Government that they stand 
ready to mediate with Turkey for an armis- 
tice and prepare the way for a treaty of 
peace, “ on condition that the Hellenic Gov- 
ernment declares that it will proceed to re- 
eall its troops from Orete, adhere formally 
to autonomy for Crete, and accept unre- 
servedly the counsels which the powers may 
give in the interests of peace.” Humiliat- 
ing as it may seem to them, stern necessity 
forced the Greek Government to accept 
promptly and unconditionally the proposi- 
tion of the powers. Its decision was as 
“promptly telegraphed to the representatives 
of the powers at Constantinople, with the 
request that they obtain from the Turkish 
Government an armistice with the view of 
arranging terms of peace. 

At this writing Turkey is ominously silent. 
The proposition has not yet been accepted 
by the Sultan. His army, with its head- 
quarters at Pharsala, is still advancing 
south through Thessaly, and there may be 
further fighting yet between the Greeks 
and the Turks. Should such be the case it 
will be imperative upon the powers to bring 
a pressure to bear upon the Sultan to com- 
pel him to allow an armistice. This may be 
a more difficult task than the powers had 
with Greece, for the Turks are flushed with 
their success over the littlekingdom. They 
may not have burned villages enough or 
massacred wounded enough to satiate their 
thirst for blood. It may involve the ques- 
tion whether the European concert is strong 
enough to stand the strain of coercing 
Turkey. Should the Turks finally accept 
the proposition then will come the equally 


when Turkey took up arms it did so 


that Turkey, with a larger and better army 
than the Greek and one not so easily seared, 
routed the Greeks in battle after battle and 
has steadily driven them back on the road 
towards Athens. It will demand heavy in- 
demnity and severe punishment for all this. 
It may even insist upon its right to seize 
Athens and occupy Greece. The least, 
probably, it will demand is that it shall oc- 
cupy Thessaly, the best part of Greece; 
that Greece shall pay a large indemnity, 
when it cannot now pay the interest on its 
bonds and has no exports to speak of; and 
that it shall surrender its fleet, rather than 
do which it is to be hoped the Greeks will 
blow up and sink every vessel they have. 
In a word, the Turks will seek to hold 
Greece absolutely at their mercy. The fut- 
ure of the latter hangs upon the attitude of 
the powers. They have acted thus far with 
the most selfish inhumanity. Time only 
ean tell what they will do for the unfortu- 
nate little kingdom. 


SNAG FOR HARRISON AND THORNTON. 

While Mayor Harrison was in Springfield 
his new Civil Service Commission perfected 
all the details for a head-end collision with 
the reigning administration, and it is sched- 
uled to come off formally today. The.facts 
came out at a conference between a 
Commissioners and a committee from the 
Civic Federation on Tuesday. On that 
occasion Commissioner Kraus announced 
that it was the opinion of himself and col- 
leagues that Police Captains and all other 
minor officials on the force could not be in- 
cluded among the heads of departments 
whom the Mayor was privileged to appoint, 
and that all these places were under the 
control of the Civil Service Commission. 
Mr. Kraus, moreover, was so fixed in this 
belief and had been so fortified by the con- 
curring opinions of other lawyers that he 
declared the Commissioners felt under no 
necessity to submit the question to any 
legal test and would insist on their view of 
the situation being accepted. This stand 
taken by the commission is decidedly at 
variance with the position of the Mayor 
and his Corporation Counsel. These two 
have insisted that the Police Captains 
were exempt from civil service regulations 
and Chief of Police Kipley has been pre- 
paring a picturesque shake-up in the de- 
partment based on the assumption that the 
Mayor’s understanding of the case would 
prevail. What the Mayor will do now is 
problematical. His desire to have a test 
case brought in the courts is strongly op- 
posed by the Commissioners on the ground 
that such an action would encourage the 
opponents of civil service to attempt a re- 
peal or a serious modificatien ‘of the law. 
Moreover, the Commissioners have arrived 
at a decision respecting the point in dispute 
only after careful consideration and de- 
clare that bringing a test case is wholly un- 
necessary and unjustified. This will prove 
a serious stumbling block to the Harrison- 
Thornton combination, which has been 
straining every nerve apparently to emas- 
culate the law as far as possible. The 
graceful and prudent course for the Mayor 
to take would be to acquiesce in the ver- 
dict against him. ,

SULTAN MAY CAUSE GRAYE TROUBLE. 


clined to Take the Bit in 
His Teeth. 


London, May 12.—The question which is 
really the key and the test of the whole 
Eastern situation was raised today at Con- 
stantinople when the Ambassadors submit- 
ted to the Sultan a peremptory demand 
that he direct a cessation of hostilities in 
order that peace negotiations could be un- 
dertaken. There is grave fear in diplomatic 
circles that the Sultan will prove stiff- 
necked and that he will resist all serious 
attempts at European control. The belief 
is growing that the effect of the éasy Turk- 
ish victories will be to increase the difficulty 
of the whole Eastern problem. 

Pessimistic reports from Constantinople 
and Paris assert that hope is almost gone of 
reducing the Porte even to the partial pli- 
ability which it displayed before the war. 
It is believed that the scheme of reforms for 
the Ottoman Empire which was agreed to 
in December must be wholly abandoned. 
The agreement between Russia and Austria 
will not much improve the situation, be- 
cause the attitude of France is becoming 
more philo-Greek in sympathy with En- 
gland. * 

Dispatches from Athens show that the 
feeling there wavers between uneasiness 
because of the delay in receiving the reply 
and optimism based upon the hitherto peace- 
ful attitude of the Ottoman troops, which 
suggests that Edhem Pasha has already been 
instructed to hold them in hand. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Standard says that in view of the excited 
state of public feeling it is to be hoped that 
the powers are prepared for the possibility 
of having to enforce their demands. 

Hitherto Russia alone has been in a posi- 
tion to act promptly. It is no secret that 
she has 100,000 troops, armed and equipped, 
om the shores of the Black Sea, and that 
transports are ready to land them anywhere 
In thirty-six hours. 

In an interview today Sir Charles Dilke, 

P., who is generally accepted as an au- 
thority on foreign affairs, said that he had 
great confidence in King George of Greece, 
jwho was one of the ablest statesmen living.

Among the Articles on Board Are 300 
Rifles and Meney to the Value of 
Four Thousand Pounds. 


Athens, May 12.—Advices received here to- 
day from the Island of Skiathos, off the east 
coast of the Volo Peninsula, say that the 
great gunboat Venus and the Greek torpedo- 
boat No. 14 captured yesterday off the Island 
of Tenedos, on the west coast of Asia Minor, 
a Turkish steamer having on board 100 Turk- 
ish soldiers, six officers, 300 Martini rifles, 
several thousand cartridges, six quick-fire 
guns, various military stores, and £4,000 in 
cash. The money was found upon a Turkish 
Major, who was one of the officers captured. 
The Greek warships took the prize to the 
Island of Skiathos.

Edhem Pasha Establishes His Head- 
quarters on a Hill Overlook- 
img the Greek Camp. 


Pharsala, May 12.— Edhem Pasha, the 
Turkish Commander-in-Chief, has estab- 
lished his headquarters on a hill opposite 
Pharsala. The Greek irreguiars are raid- 
ing parts of Thessaly, and irregular Greek 
bands have attempted to cut the Turkish 
line of communication with Alassona. 

Important fighting is expected here be- 
tween the Turks and Greeks unless an arm- 
istice is immediately agreed upon at Con- 
stantinople.

Athens, May 12.—(Copyright, 1897.)—The 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Skouloudis, as- 
sured me late tonight that the Greek Gov- 
ernment had received no notice of any ac- 
ceptance in part of Turkey of any armistice. 
Ambassadors also are unanimous in saying 
that the Porte has as yet-not acceded to the 
request of the powers. If this state of af- 
fairs lasts a new battle may be expected. 

The Turkish outposts at Almyros came 
into conflict today with the Greek outposts 
of Smolentz’s division, near Sourpi, where 
the Greek right wing is centered. The 
skirmish was short and the Turks retired. 

At Velestino I was greatly interested to 
see how Stephen Crane would act in a real 
battle. I followed him up the steep hill to 
where the Greek mountain battery, envel- 
oped in smoke, was dropping shells among 
the black lines of Turkish infantry in the 
plain below. I sought shelter in a trench 
and cautiously watched the pale, thin face 
of the novelist as he seated himself on an 
ammunition box amid a shower of shells 
and casually lighted a cigaret. Stephen 
Crane did not appear surprised, but watched, 
with a quiet expression the quick work of, 
the artillery men as they loaded, fired, and 
jumped to replace the small cannon, over- 
turned by the recoil. 

I was curious to know what was passing 
in his mind, and said: “Crane, what im- 
presses you most in this affair?”

POPE LEO OFFENDED BY THE SULTAN 


Turkish Despot Wants to Know Who 
This Papal Ruler Is That Inter- 
feres with Him. 


London, May 13.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of the Standard gives today the history 
of the discontinuance of relations between 
the Porte and the Vatican. He says: 

Last summer the Pope in an autograph 
letter begged the Sultan to protect the Chris- 
tians in Crete. The papal delegate, Mgr. 
Bonetti, obtained an audience at the Yildiz 
Kiosk and formally presented the letter. 

“The Sultan, evidently irritated, said, in 
an undertone, in Turkish: Who's this Pope 
that’s always meddling in the affairs of our 
State?’ and then, aloud in French: ‘ Tell his 
Holiness that it is my constant care to at- 
tend to the welfare of all my subjects.’ 

The Pope, deeply offended at seeing his 
plans for the Eastern churches upset im this 
fashion, tried another letter last October. 
This had a better reception, but was never 
answered, and there has been no direct com- 
munications between the Vatican and the 
Porte since.” 


GEN. MILES ARRIVES IN EUROPE. 


Says the Conclusion of Peace Will 
Cause No Change in 
His Plans. 


Southampton, May 12.—Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, U. S. A., who arrived here today by 
the American line steamship St. Paul from 
New York, on his way to the scene of the 
Greco-Turkish war, was asked whether the 
conclusion of peace when brought about 
would change his plans. The General said it 
would mot; that he would start tonight for 
Constantinople, and that he intends to see 
the Turkish army and the armies of Europe 
generally before returning to the United 
States. 

Gen. Porter, the new United States Am- 
bassador to France, sails for Havre this 
evening. Mrs. Porter and her daughter will 
go to London for a week or ten days. ¢

Allen Resolution Is Shelved. 

Washington, D. C., May 12.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations today de- 
cided upon an adverse report upon Senator 
Allen's resolution expressing sympathy with 
the Greeks in their war with Turkey on the 
ground that the subject had been covered 
in the action of the Senate of last session on 
a resolution of which Senator Cameron was 
the author. 


Bonapartist Prince for Crete. 
Vienna, May 12.—The Neue Freie Presse 
says that ex-Empress Eugénie is urging the 
appointment of a Bonapartist Prince for the 
rulership of the Island of Crete under the 
autonomous régime proposed by the powers. 


USE THE KAISER’S NAME IN DEBATE. 


Socialists Called to Order in the Reichs- 
tag for Referring to Emper- 
or William. 


Berlin, May 12.—In the Reichstag today 
during discussion of the motion of Herr 
Duer, Socialist, to repeal the clause of the 
penal code, dealing with lese majesty, Herr 
Bebel, the Socialist leader, declared that the 
majority of the prosecutions on the charge 
of lese majesty were the work of informers 
and of persons seeking private vengeance. 
He reminded the House of the various ex- 
pressions used by Emperor William, nota- 
bly his references in his Brandeberg speech 
of February last to a pack of fellows” 
and the words “men without patriotism * 
alleged to have been used by his Majesty in 
a dispatch to his brother, Prince Henry of 
Prussia. Such utterances, Herr Bebel as- 
serted, were calculated to undermine the 
good name of the German people. 

The President of the Reichstag called upon 
Herr Bebel not to draw the name of the head 
of the state into the discussion and under 
no circumstances to use offensive language. 

Herr Liebknecht, Socialist, pointed out 
how easily under the present conditions a 
man might fall under the suspicion of lese 
majesty if a monarch, poet, or painter—“ 
The President called Herr Liebknecht to 
order, requesting him to respect the de- 
corum of the House. 

Continuing, Herr Liebknecht complained 
that, although a latent crisis existed the 
members of the Reichstag were forbidden 
to speak of it. 


REPLY OF THE TRANSVAAL DEFIANT. 


Insists Upon the Right of the Dutch 
Republic to Demand Arbi- 
tration. 


Cape Town, May 12.—The reply of the 
Transvaal Government to the strong note, 
said to amount to an ultimatum from the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Joseph 
Chamberlain, insisting upon observance of 
the London convention, is defiant in tone. 
It insists upon the right of the Transvaal 
to demand arbitration of the questions in 
dispute, and also upon its right to pass the 
aliens immigration law, and asserts that if 
this right is disputed arbitration is the best 
means of arriving at a settlement of the 
question, 


EUROPE UNDER A HEAYY SNOWFALL. 


Severe Weather, with Frosts and 
Storms, Does Great Damage to 
Fruit Trees. 


London, May 12.—The continent is suffer- 
ing severely from a heavy snowfall, frosts, 
and storms. In all the mountain districts 
of Austria and Germany the damage to fruit 
trees has been very great. Yesterday a 
heavy snow-storm swept over Hamburg, 
Cologne, amd Nancy. Widespread injury 
has been done to the vineyards in the dis- 
tricts of Bordeaux, Angouléme, and Bur- 
gundy. In most of these sections the tem- 
perature this season has been 11 degrees 
below the average. ö

SALVATION ARMY LEADER MAY BE 
IMPRISONED. a 


He Will De Arraigned Today to Plead 
to an Indictment Charging Him 
with Maintaining a Disorderly 
House in the West Fourteenth street 
Barracks—Neighbors Object to the 
Noise of the All-Night Meetings— 
Other News from New York. 


New York, May  12.—{Special.}-—Com- 
mandef Frederick De Latour Booth-Tucker 
of the Salvation Army may have to go to 
jail for maintaining a nuisance. He will 
be arraigned before Recorder Goff tomor- 
row morning to plead to an indictment 
charging him with maintaining a disorderly 
house in the barracks, No. 126 West Four- 
teenth street. 

The indictment was procured today and 
is the outgrowth of warfare that has been 
waged against the Salvationists by residents 
of Bast Thirteenth street, who have 
claimed that the all-night meetings of the 
Salvationists were a nuisance, and that the 
beating of drums, clashing of cymbals, play- 
ing of bands, and shouting and singing 
rendered sleep impossible. They further de- 
clared the nightly meetings in the bar- 
racks had eo depreciated rents that it was 
almost an impossibility to find tenants at 
any price. 

At the police court hearing one property- 
owner swore that she had difficulty in secur- 
ing tenants at $1,000 a year, although before 
the nightly singing she had rented her houses 
for $1,500, while the keeper of a boarding- 
house alleged the noise had driven away 
ene-half of her boarders. 

The Commander issued the following 
statement tonight: 

We say we stand upon our rights as 
American citizens; that if it is proper and 
within the law of the Four hundred,’ so- 
called, and their friends tohave a band, dance 
all night, and keep their neighbors’ babies 
awake—provided they don’t do it too often— 
the workingman has a right to exercise his 
religious privilege at night. The Salvation 
Army is composed of workingmen and 
workingwomen. The class who attend 
dances at night can afford to sacrifice a day 
to their dancing, but the workingman, es- 
pecially in these hard times, cannot afford 
to sacrifice a day.

TREMENDOUS DEFEAT OF TRE SPANISH 


Gen Garcia Turns the Tables on Gen, | 
Lono, Who Laid a Trap 
for Him. 


{SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Havana, May 12, via Key West, 
Fla.—(Copyright, 1897.}—-A letter from 
a Spanish officer at Manzanillo to 
a friend in Havana tells of a tremendous 
defeat suffered by the Spaniards near there. 

Gen. Lono, commanding the Manzanillo 
Division, knowing that the insurgents at- 
tack all convoys going to Bayamo on “ dead 
man’s road,“ as it has been named, pre- 
pared a combination to entrap insurgents. 
He ordered the departure of a great convoy 
under a smal} escort and with a force of 
1.500 men took a roundabdéut course with 
the intention of falling upon the insurgents’ 
rear as soon as the usual attack was made 
on the convoy. 

Whether Garcia, noting the palpable in- 
sufficiency of the escort, suspected a trap or 
had been previously informed is not known, 
but at any rate he thwarted the Spanish. He 
detailed a part of his force to capture the 
convoy, and with the remainder, 600 picked 
and well-armed men, awaited Lono’s arrival 


in a strong position, 


Lono, surprised by the unexpected attack, . 


fell back despite the superiority of his num- 


bers and tried to gain the convoy’s road, but | 


Garcia, by a clever flank movement, pre- 
vented him from even cutting his retreat to 
Manzanillo. The result was that Lono, after 
six days of desperate fighting and retreating, 
arrived with only a remnant of his force at 
Punta Portillo, east of Cape Cruz, where he 
escaped being thrown-into the sea by the 
arrival of the steamer Reina de los Angeles, 
which had been sent from Manzanillo to his 
assistance. 

The affair is considered the most moment- 
ous of the war.

Anérews’ Bond Turns Up. 


For a short time yesterday the grand jury 
turned back to the Andrews case. B. B. 
Ray, the present Secretary of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, came up from 
Springfield with certain records of the office 
and the missing Andrews bond.

on the state of trade at this time last year, 
the present conditions are in many ways 
decidedly improved. A feature of the coun- 
try trade is the starting of a large number 
of new drug stores. There has been rather 
more of them in the cities than was 
justified by the conditions of trade, but 
with the restoration ‘oi confidence a large 
number of new ones have sprung into ex- 
twtence at points remote from business cen- 
ters of the wholesale trade, and the stock- 
ing of these stores has increased the ordi- 
nary demand for drugs. An effect of the 
tariff has also been noticed in imports of 
heavy chemicals. These have gone out of 
importers’ hands freely and made a con- 
siderable addition to trade volume. Oxalic 
acid was about the first in the Ust to feel 
the effect of tariff talk, but has not held up 


to prices established early. Glycerine has. 


been subject to an unusually wide range of 
fluctuations during the month so far, de- 
clining from 17c to 18c and feacting to 140. 
For the first time in years iodine has re- 
ceded in price, being now quoted at 45¢ a 
pound. This im turn has created a noticea- 
ble decline in lodoform and the iodides. Ex- 
cept in the articles named the general im- 
pression in trade circles is that tariff legis- 
lation is a restraining influence on orders 
which would otherwise be sent to the larger 
distributing points. 

Opium is considerably stronger for both 
powdered and gum, in view of the pros- 
pective duty of $1.00 per Ib. Current 
quotations of $2.45@2.50 represent sellers’ 
rather than buyers’ ideas of values, but at 
this figure the drug is firmly held. Trade 
competition among domestic manufactur- 
ers of quinine has made a low range for this 
article, manufacturers quoting it at 16@17c 
and second hands at 17%4@18c. Dealers 
hardly expect this range of prices to con- 
tinue, 


Building Makes Business. 


Interests allied to drugs are in a fairly sat- 
isfactory condition. Increased activity is 
noticed in the oil trade through a resump- 
tion of building operations, which were little 
better than dormant through the winter 
months. As building picks up a better de- 
mand is created for linseed oil, which, while 
much lower than last year, is steady at 
quotations of from 28c to 30c. When the build- 
ing trade opened last year and painters be- 
gan using this article they paid 390 a gallon 
for it. Cake, the by-product, whieh last 
year sold at 17@18c, has been corresponding- 
ly reduced, the market being now 15c. 

In paints, oils, glass, varnishes, etc., the 
consumption is on a scale satisfactory to 
the trade, all the conditions in other lines of 
business being considered. As a general 
thing orders are not placed in as large a 
size as formerly, but the increased frequency 
with which they are duplicated keeps up 
the activity and results in a more satisfac- 
tory condition of accounts. The outlook for 
a continuance of present activity through 
the summer months and for a good fall 
trade is said to be encouraging. Window 
and plate glasses, as well as paints and oils,

Whenever a cus- 
tomer dispiayed a roll of bills one of the 
women watched the purse and at the first 
chance deftly slipped it into her own pocket 
and walked away. 

Steal and Spend Thousands. 

Nearly every morning for the last fourteen 
years these two women have jostied busi- 
ness-men on the elevated railway and cable 
car platforms and lifted rolls of bills out of 
vest pockets and grabbed purses. During 
the afternoon they robbed women customers 
at the stores, and when the shoppers and 
business-men crowded the stréet cars and 
suburban trains on their way home in the 
evening Nellie O’Brien and Annie Farley 
were with them and nipped their purses. At 
“ight they joined the crowds at the theater 
entrances. They were busy sixteen hours a 
day, and both women have stolen and spent 
small fortunes. 

The only sentence the two ever served in 
the penitentiary was in 1884, when they were 
sent to Joliet, the former under the name of 
Nellie Adams, to serve four years for lar- 
cen. 

The two women closely resemble each oth- 
er, and always worked together. 


Furnish Bonds and Forfeit Them. 

Both women were arrested nearly every 
week. They had no difficulty im furnishing 
good bonds. When the day for their trial 
came they invariably failed to appear, and 
the police had great difficulty in finding 
them, although they seldom left the city 

In 1890 the two women would have gone to 
Joliet for a long term if it had not been for 
their counsel, who is now the State’s-Attor- 
ney, who took the case to the Supreme Court, 
secured a new trial, and the two women were 
acquitted. 

Finally Convicted. 

Two years ago the women lifted a purse 
from the pocket of an old woman at the 
(Union Depot. They secured bail, and every 
time the case has come up their attorneys 
have had the trial postponed. But State’s- 
Attorney Deneen yesterday got the case into 
court, amd they were convicted. 

Both women aré known to every profcs- 
sional beggar in Chicago as never refusing 
to give when. they have had anything to be- 
stow. Nellie O’Brien was the wife of Bob 
Adams, a notorious safeblower, and Nellie 
Farley the wife of Harry Martin, diamond 
thief. 


COOKING HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPERS. 


Spinach, Served with Bacon and Eggs, 
May Be Made Delicious When 
Properly Prepared. 


Spinach served with bacon and eggs is 
very often served with tongue. Wash and 
pick over about half a peck of spinach, throw 
it into boiling water, and when it has boiled 
ten minutes drain and chop it. Meantime 
chop fine a bundle of spring onions and fry 
them in butter; mix them with the spinach. 
Put a large tablespoon of butter in a sauce- 
pan and put in the spinach and onions with 
salt and pepper. Add also a cup of rich, 
brown gravy. Two teaspoonfuls of beef ex- 
tract melted in a cup of water will do in 
place of the gravy. | Let the spinach stew for 
about twenty minutes with the gravy or 
stock until the liquor has been nearly ab- 
sorbed. Meantime fry in crisp roll six or 
More thin slices of bacon and six eggs. Turn 
out the spinach on a hot platter and surround 
it with the bacon and eggs.

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KRAUS SAYS THE OLD RULES ADMIT 
OF APPOINTMENTS NOW. 


While Civil Service Regulations Are 
Said to Held Police Captains Safe 
the Heads of Departments Other- 
Wise, as Defined Under the Thorn- 
tom Opinion, Escape Mention—This 
Is Considered to Preclude Necessity 
of Ten Days’ Notice of Any Change. 


Civil Service Commissioner Kraus deter- 
mined yesterday after a careful study of the 
law and the rules of the former commission 
no changes were necessary in those rules to 
permit the interpretation of the law which 
has been arrived at by himself and his col- 
leagues. Consequently the old rules will be 
Allowed to stand as Commissioners Clark, 
Hotz, and Waller framed them, unless in the 
ris some reason for changing them shall 
arise. 

As stated in Tun TRIBUNE yesterday, the 
present commission interprets the law to 
mean the Mayor can name the City Engi- 
neer, Superintendent of Streets, Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, Superintendent of City 
Telegraph, and Superintendents of the Map 
and Special Assessment Departments, but 
that all other positions im the city employ- 
ment come under the classified service of the 
civil service law, including those of the Po- 
lice Captains which were exempted by the 
Thornton decision. 

Commissioner Kraus, however, has discov- 
ered in his examination of the rules of the 
old commission that, while the positions he 
and his colleagues hold are under the classi- 
fied service are so placed in those rules, the 
above named heads of departments, about 
which there has been a dispute, are not. The 
only mention of them is in an opinion of ex- 
Corporation Counsel Beale which the old 

commission decided to follow, and which was 
. accordingly printed with the rules, but as the 
present commission does not agree with it 
it has been simply thrown aside and is not 
retzarded as binding. 

Harrison Free to Act. 

This discovery that no change in the old 
rules is necessary will permit Mayor Harri- 
gon to name as soon as he wishes the heads 
of departments which the commission thinks 
he is empowered to appoint and obviate the 
ten days’ notice which would be necessary 
under any change of the rules. 

Mayor Harrison will be at home this morn- 
ing, when the new phase put on the civil 
service situation during his absence will be 
brought to his attention. It is not now be- 
lieved, however, there will be any serious 
difference of opinion about the matter any- 
where. 

Superintendent of Police Kipley is natural- 
ly considerably put out over losing the right 
to name his Captains, as this was necessary 
to some sweeping changes he was anxious 
to make in his department, changes which 
will now be impossible, and Corporation 
Counsel Thornton is probably not too well 
pleased in having his opinion broken down 
in part, although it has been sustained on 
the main issue.

CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS, 


Chicage Great Western Seeks a Port 
on the Gulf and Is Said to Have 
Made a Deal. 


An important traffic agreement is said to 
have been perfected between the Chicago 
Great Western and Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Gulf roads, whereby the former secures 
a direct outlet from Chicago, St. Paul, and 
Iowa points to Port Arthur and other gulf 
ports. Chicago lines which have direct out- 
lets to the gulf are not greatly alarmed over 
the new competition. 

Little business goes to the gulf from any 
point on the line of the Great Western dur- 
ing the summer, as a cheaper and better out- 
let is furnished via St. Paul, Duluth, Chicago, 
and the lakes. During the winter the com- 
petition of the new route may cut some fig- 
ure, but it is hardly probable the Great West- 
ern and Pittsburg and Gulf route can suc- 
cessfully compete against the Illinois Cen- 
tral, Santa Fé, and Rock Island roads on 
business to the gulf. 

The Illinois Central has a line of its own 
all the way from Chicago, Iowa points, and 
St. Louis to New Orleans. The Santa Fé also 
controls its own line through from Chicago to 
Galveston, Tex. Thé Rock Island has prac- 
tically a line of its own from Chicago, St. 
Paul, and Iowa points to Galveston by a 
traffic agreement with the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, which affords it an outlet from 
Fort Worth, the Rock Island's present ter- 
minus, to Galveston. None of these roads, 
with the exception of the Illinois Central, 
is taking much business to the gulf at any 
season of the year from territory east of the 
Missouri River. 

Still, in order to meet all competition from 
this territory, the Santa Fé has just made 
a rate of 25 cents per 100 pounds on 
export wheat from Chicago to Galves- 
ton. This rate, however, does not apply on 
business from intermediate points. The 
rate on wheat locally from Chicago to Kan- 
sas City is 19 cents, and from Kansas City 
to Galveston 21 cents. The Santa Fé through 
rate is therefore 15 cents per 100 pounds 
lower than the combined locals. The eom- 
petition of the Illinois Central is principally 
responsible for the low rate to the gulf by the 
Santa Fe, and not because there is any fear 
of the Great Western and Pittsburg and 
Gulf competition. 


Railroad Commissioners in Session. 


St., Louis, Mo., May 12.—The national con- 
vention of Railway Commissioners con- 
tinued in session today. At the. forenoon 
session, after some debate, the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this convention does 

hereby urgently recommend the immediate 
passage by Congress of such legislation as 
will effectually prohibit the transportation 
evils and abuses described fn the annual re- 
ports of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission for the years 1890 to 1896, inclu- 
sive, and to this end attention is particularly 
called to the tenth annual report of said 
commission. 
That any modification of the act to reg- 
ulate commerce, intended to confer addi- 
tional powers, privileges, or exemptions 
upon carriers engaged in inter-State com- 
merce, or persons acting for or under them, 
is hereby disapproved, unless such modifica- 
tion shall be recommended by the commis- 
sion created by said act and therein charged 
with the duty of executing and enforcing 
the provisions thereof. 

That a copy of this resolution, attested 
by the signatures of the Chairman and Sec- 
retary of this cotivention, be transmitted to 
the Senate of the United States arid to the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States.“ 

The report of the Committee on Uniform 
Classification of Freight Rates recommcnd- 
ed that Congress be urged to pass the Sen- 
ate bill providing for the establishment of 
national freight classificatian by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. The com- 
mitte report was unanimously adopted. A 
portion of the statistician’s report recom- 
mended that a committee be appointed to 
prepare a classification touching construc- 
tion and operating expenses of electric 
roads, the same as steam railways. This 
report was also adopted.

Burlington Directors Re-elected. 


Stockholders of the Chicago, Burlington 


and Quincy railroad yesterday reslected the 
old Board of Directors, changed the fiscal 
year so as to end June 30 instead of Deo, 31, 
and fixed the first Wednesday in November 
as the date for holding the annual meet- 
ing. Under this arrangement the next an- 
nual meeting wall be held here on Nov. 3 
next.

Competition Is Met Via Chicage. 


For the last two days a committee consist- 
ing, of representatives of the transcontinent- 
al lines, Central Freight Association, and 
trunk lines has been in session for the pur- 
pose of reaching an agreement by which 
competition of the gulf, Suez, and Panama 
routes may be met via Chicago. It was de- 
cided to allow the transcontinental] lines to 
publish commodity rates from Pacific coast 
terminals to the Eastern seaboard, mintmum 
to be 75 cents per 100 pounds By. this ar- 
rangement, it is believed, a large proportion 
of the tonnage which at present is being 
hauled by clipper ships around Cape Horn 
and through the other rourtes mentioned may 
be diverted to Chicago gateways. Theeame 
action was taken as regards Asiatic freight. 


C. and N. P. Sale Is Confirmed. 


Judge Jenkins in the United States Circuit 
Court made an order yesterday confirming 
the sale of the Chicago and Northern Pacific 
railroad to the Reorganization committee 
for $8,000,000. The sale was made on June 
20, 1896. The Reorganization committee 
turned into the court 28,723 of the first mort- 
gage bends and was given credit to the 
amount of $277.24 on each bond on account 
of the purchase money.
